: CAPACITIES 


Vancouver, Oct. 2.--''With the pre 
sent rate of increase annually in the 
| acreage planted in wheat in the west, 
in five years it will not be a questior 
of developing the Hudson's Bay route 
the Fort William route, or the Van- 
hcouver route, but ail these routes wil 
,be taxed to their capacity to handle 
the export grain, at least during the 
big rush in the fall.’’ 

In these words, J. R. Brodie, — 0! 


\Calgary, a well-known grain expor: 
‘man, and member o! the ExportGrain 
Co. of Calgary, with offices here, pre- 
dicted the great future of the port of 
Vancouver in the line of grain export 

“We figure that the situation is nos. 
right to start working on this west 
ern outlet,’’ said Mr. Brodie. Of ¢oiti 
se, the export grain situation is .us. 
in its infancy us regards this route, 
but the production of wheat in Alber 
ta is sufficiently heavy to warrant Us 
in looking for the cheapest outlet 
The increase will be so large that thi 
export trade will develop very rapit- 
ly. 

“We have gone into the matter 
very exhaustively, und I do not see 
any reason why the grain should nat 
come this way. This year, owing. to 
tne short crop in the West the ex- 
ports in wheat will not show much 
increase, if any, over those of last 
year. The terminal question here is 
one that must be gone into if the ex- 
port business is to be developed. We 
must have modern facilities for hand- 
ling the grain. Private grain com- 
panies are naturally cautious about 
going into the terminal business | un- 
til they know what the railroads are 
going to do on this coast. If the 
railroads would show as much enter- 
prise in building elevators here as 
they have in Fort William it would 
do a great deal to develop expert 
trade. 

“T have such confidence in the de- 
velopment of this western country 
that I know it will not be a questicn 
of the development of any one trade 
Jroute, but one of getting all poesitle
